Moss,
of the schooner Mary Stedham, from Fernan-
dina. arrived at New York, reports that his
vessel was boarded on the 12th instant, in lati¬
tude 24° 30'. longitude S0°? by the U. S. steal¬
er Quaker City, on a cruise, all well. It is
evident, therefore, that the steamer was not

wrecked.
